G.S-R. 1593.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Amendment) Rules, 
1968. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st September, 1968. 

2. In the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, in rule 451, for Items B and C relating 
to trunk call charges for higher priority calls and reduced charges, the following 
items shall be substituted, namely:— 

"B- Charges for higher priority trunk calls shall be calculated as follows:— 


Priority Charges 

(i) Urgent and SVH calls 

(ii) Lightning colls 

(iii) Most Immediate, Operations

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C. Reduced charges during certain hours of the day including Sundays and
